WHO IS KILLING OUR OCEANS?

y nature, all divers are basically 

conservationists. We: love the 
beauty and the wildlife of the under- 
water world in which we swim, and 
therefore feel an urge to protect it from 
harm. Yet, we watch it disintegrate be- 
fore our very eyes. Good visibility 
turns to bad, living reefs become 
wastelands, and marine life grows 
smaller and fewer in numbers. Who is 
to blame and how can we stop it? 

Over the years, spearfishermen have 
shouldered much of the burden of 
blame. People have confused spear- 
fishing with pollution and have unfair- 
ly labeled the spearfisherman as a ‘’bad 
guy’ in our hour of ecology crisis. The 
situation is unfortunate for spearfish- 
ermen are being wrongly blamed for 
the errors of mankind. Spearfishermen 
are divers, too, and they love the sea 
just as much as any other diver. They 
are equally concerned with the dimin- 
ishing fish population and experience 
the same frustration over the general 
deterioration of our oceans. 

This is not to say that every fisher- 
man is lily white, for every group has 
its share of good and bad. We are all 
aware of those unforgivable acts which 
tend to give any group of sportsmen a 
black eye. We have all heard stories 
about the insensitive spearfisherman 
who has knocked off someone’s pet 
grouper, stupidly speared a helpless 
angelfish or systematically wiped out a 
small reef area just to satisfy an ego. 
What we don’t realize is that such in- 
tolerable acts are equally offensive to the 
“majority of spearfishing sportsmen. 
They hate to hear of these incidents just 
as much as the conservationists. 

The real issue at hand is: Exactly who 
is killing our oceans? Who is responsi- 
ble for the steady decline and deterior- 
ation of our marine life? By compari- 
son, the actual effect of all the spear- 
fishermen in the world combined is 
merely a drop in the bucket. If spear- 
fishing were completely banned today 
_and all spearguns destroyed, the situa- 
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tion would not change one bit. Our 
marine life would continue to die and 
our fish populations would continue to 
diminish at alarming rates. So if the 
spearfishermen are not to blame for 
our present conservation crisis, who 
are the real culprits? 

Let us briefly examine some of the 
major killers which continue to induce a 
slow and agonizing death to our seas: 

MUNICIPAL SEWAGE — Man- 
kind, collectively, is the number one 
murderer of our lakes, rivers, and 
oceans. The poisons contained in his 
own waste become a deadly killer of 
the undersea environment. Big cities 
are the worst offenders, for their daily 
dosage of half-treated sewage 
amounts to millions of toilet flushings 
which eventually find their way to the 
sea. Most urban communities do not 
have adequate sewage treatment 
plants which effectively filter out all of 
the contaminants which can kill an 
ocean reef or totally destroy a lake bot- 
tom. The construction of sewage treat- 
ment plants is not as glamorous as the 
building of a civic center, sports stadi- 
um or new freeway. Although city 
planners and local politicians are fully 
aware of the destruction being caused, 
they continue to ignore or fight any 
proposals for improved, expanded 
sewage treatment facilities. Laws 
don’t help much because of political 
and legal manipulation inside govern- 
ment. Our rivers have become open 
sewers, our lakes are little more than 
holding ponds filled with poison, and 
our oceans are becoming the giant toi- 
let bowl of mankind. Don’t kid your- 
self, sewage contamination is killing 
fish and shellfish by the millions. 

HEAVY INDUSTRY — Improper 
sewage treatment is only the tip of the 
iceberg when it comes to pollution. In- 
dustrial plants and manufacturing fa- 
cilities continue to dump highly toxic 
organic and metallic wastes into our 
public sewage systems, rivers, and 
oceans. Most of these poisons are in- 





visible and therefore not noticed by the 
public; yet they attack the chain of life in 
our seas at virtually every level. 

The Minamata tragedy is the classic 
case of industry poisoning the sea. A 
Japanese fertilizer manufacturing plant 
not only polluted the ocean but also ac- 
tually killed and crippled more than 
1000 people in a nearby fishing village. 
The Chisso Company dumped tons of 
mercury-laden wastes into the sea. This 
highly toxic metallic compound was ab- 
sorbed by the shellfish and fish of the 
area and eventually passed onto the 
people who ate these freshly caught 
foods. It took more than 25 years for 
scientists and the people of Minamata to 
bring Chisso to court and win their case. 
Meanwhile, many died or suffered un- 
speakable agony because of poisoning 
by just one manufacturing plant. The 
most frightening aspect of industrial 
pollution is that few companies are ever 
stopped or prosecuted. Big business 
does not give in easily. Stalling and legal 
maneuvering are common tactics for 
putting off the environmentalists and 
the Environmental Protection Agency. 

AGRICULTURE — Modern farming 
benefits greatly from chemical com- 
pounds such as pesticides, fertilizers, 
and weed killers. While these tech- |. 
nological marvels have greatly im- 
proved the country’s agricultural pro- 
ductivity, we pay a heavy price in 
other, less apparent, ways. Many of 
these organic compounds are extreme- 
ly toxic. And rainwater falling upon our 
farmlands helps to carry these poisons in- 
to our rivers, lakes and oceans. Even 
though we have scientific evidence of the 
damage being done, itis hard to convince 
a farmer that he is destroying the ocean. 

LAND DEVELOPERS — Land de- 
velopers are theoretically in the busi- 
ness of improving our land areas with 
housing projects, shopping centers, 
marinas, and resort communities. Un- 
fortunately their construction efforts 
often result in a much greater destruc-

The Battle Rages 

The Delaware Valley Diving Council 
is a non-profit organization designed to 
better the sport of scuba diving in the 
mid-Atlantic region. The main purpose 
of our council is ‘‘to promote the use of 
our rivers, lakes and ocean in such a 
manner as to preserve their natural 
states.” Our membership consists of 27 
clubs and supporting organizations. 


Our supporters number approximately 
4300 members. 

We have, for some time, been in- 
volved in the battle to end ocean dump- 
ing, not because we are environmental- 
ists or scientists, but because we see the 
effect of dumping on the ocean floor. 
Sport scuba divers reported waning lob- 
ster catches and bottom fish depletion 
two years prior to the massive algae 
bloom and resulting fish kill of 1976. 
Two months prior to the fish kill, our 
divers told the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency and the Department of En- 
vironmental Protection of New Jersey 
that fish were sick and all bottom life 
was dying. The EPA told the divers not 
to worry since it was only a local 


phenomenon. 

That “local phenomenon” wiped out 
over 3000 square miles of ocean bottom 
life off the coast of New Jersey — which 
also became known as the largest single 
pollution disaster in the history of the 
country. The citizenry did not worry 
until the black odorous slime (a mass of 
dead algae known as Ceratium tripos 
plus fish carcasses) washed ashore. 
Those of you who live near the ocean 
know it doesn’t smell like it used to, and 
you well remember the stench that came 
from the ocean off New Jersey in 1976. 

Our council sent divers to the ocean 
bottom in February to take bottom sam- 
ples. Those of you who received a bottle 
sample in the mail know what we 
found. The sludge does not disperse 100 
percent as we have been told. Instead, it 
accumulates. 

To get to the point, we are almost out 
of funds to continue our fight against 
ocean dumping and pollution of our wa- 
ters. We need your help, desperately. 
We need our ocean for a major source of 
food. We must protect this valuable re- 
source. We need the ocean as a place for 
recreation. No one wants to swim in a 
sewer: not the divers who love the U/W 
world, nor the children who look forward 
to their summer seashore vacations. 

Your contribution, large or small, en- 
ables us to inform more people of what 
we find. The public has to be made 
aware of what is going on, if we are to 
get the support we need to win this bat- 
tle, and this takes money. Groups such 
as ours must continue to fight for a 
cleaner ocean for all.

ix of us were diving the outer 
Breakers Reef off Palm Beach. Two 
of the spearfishermen came up empty 
handed on our first dive and we de- 


cided to try a shallow reef we hadn't ' 


been to in a couple of years. 

The reef was short, just 50 yards long 
and in 20 feet of water. The spear- 
fishermen entered the water and 
headed north. My dive buddy and | 
headed south. 

Just as we left the anchor line, I saw 
and caught a lobster, then we contin- 
ued on down the reef. Soon it tapered 
off into a grass and sand bottom. It was 
in this area that I spotted the eyes of an 
octopus peering out from a small, 
ledge-like crack. 

I tried to prod the octopus out for a 
picture-taking session, but it had no 
intention of cooperating. Then I re- 
membered my lobster. I put it about 
three feet from the hidden octopus. 
The lobster immediately departed the 
scene in the wrong direction. Catching 
it once again, I put it back at the orig- 
inal starting point, but this time I 
blocked its escape route with my body. 

The lobster walked within two feet 
of the octopus and it looked as if it 
would make good its escape. But, as if 
equipped with radar, the octopus’ eyes 
peeked up from its crevice. Almost be- 
fore I could click the shutter, the octo- 
pus made a beautiful, one-handed 
grab, pulling the lobster over and off 
balance. It then acted as if it were a 
machine set on automatic capture. 
Two, three, four, then five, six, seven 
and eight arms secured the prey. 

The octopus now had a problem: 
Wrapped around the lobster, it was too 
big to. get back into its hideout. How- 
ever, I had now used all of the remain- 
ing nine frames of film in my camera. I 
gave the octopus a pat on the head and 
headed back to the anchor line, leaving 
my photogenic subject alone with a 
well-deserved meal. sg 
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A shy, retiring carnivore, 
the octopus moves fast when 
dinner comes along. With a 
larger and more complex ner- 
vous system than any other 
mollusk, it is alert, intel- 
ligent, and a favorite sub- 
ject for U/W photographers. 
The hapless lobster seems to 
be on everybody's menu.

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few divers who were cuddled around a 
rocky ledge. One of them waved at my 
buddy and I, so we approached them to 
see what they had found. When we 
reached the divers, one of them pulled 
his knife out of the crevice, then a sev- 
ered octopus tentacle. He had a very 
big smile on his face. The octopus did 
not. Later he stated that he did not be- 
lieve that he had hurt the animal. An- 
other diver however, found the octopus 
nearly dead about 30 minutes later. 

Nudibranchs are another mistreated 
animal. Many a diver has picked one up 
to closer inspect its beauty, only to 
squish it. Too many fish are speared 
only for sport. Placing sand and rocks in 
sea anemones and turning starfish up- 
side down aren’t nice either. 

My point is that most divers do not 
realize the amount of harm that can be 
done to the underwater environment on 
a single dive. As divers, though, we can 
also help the environment. . . 

We need to push for more legislation 
that will protect all marine life. We also 
need to push for sea life preservation to 
be taught in basic scuba courses. And, 
what is most important each diver [must] 
think about the ecosystem before he 
handles marine life.

rod/Seamco vests equipped with auxil- 
iary pony bottles could be a bit confused 

over the differing opinions expressed in 
this article. 

One of the statements in-.Mr. Michel- 
son’s reply was, ‘Contrary to what Mr. 
Tubbs tells us and contrary to what is 
stated in the instruction manual packed 
with each Fenzy, the pony bottle is not 
to be used to achieve neutral buoyancy. 
This bottle is for emergency ascents and 
breathing only.’’ Mr. Tubbs stated in his 
response that if Fenzy did not recom- 
mend this procedure there must be a 
reason. This is clearly more of a differ- 
ence in diver opinion than a lack of 
knowledge on either part. 

The instruction manuals of these units 
all recommend their use as buoyancy 
control devices using the pony bottle, 
but also acknowledge their use as auxil- 
iary breathing devices after proper train- 
ing only! The choice is simply up to the 
diver. But why have an auxiliary pony 
bottle when you drain it during buoy- 
ancy control, thus eliminating your 
emergency air supply? 

Mr. Tubbs also states that one of 

the major drawbacks to this type of sys- 
tem is that the oral inflation hose must 
be removed and air expelled from the 


nose or mouth. This shows a surprising 
lack of knowledge on Mr. Tubbs’ part. 
The Fenzy and the Gilet both use a type 
of breathing mouthpiece which allows 
air to flow directly from the BC to the 
diver to the water through a special in- 
hale/exhale diaphragm. The Nem- 
rod/Seamco (#99-6718) uses a push/pull 
system with a purge valve located near 
the mouthpiece through which air is ex- 
pelled. This valve must be covered dur- 
ing breathing and normal buoyancy 
control making this unit more difficult to 
get accustomed to. 

Lastly, | would like to ask Mr. Michel- 
son to please send me a manual from the 
German Diving Federation.

Jellyfish Facts 

[Regarding] an article written by 
Vesta Rea-Salisbury [SDM May, 1978] 
on Freshwater Jellyfish .. . Ms. Salis- 
bury states that ‘‘unlike the marine jelly- 
fish, the freshwater variety has a velum.”’ 
This is not true. Many species of marine 
‘jellyfish’ possess veli, such as Velella or 
Obelia. 

The problem probably lies with the 
fact that the common term “jellyfish” 
has been used to describe all medusae 
(free swimming forms) within the phy- 
lum Cnidaria. Members of the class Scy- 


phozoa typically do not possess veli 
and, being the more conspicuous, may 
have led to this misunderstanding. 

In addition, Ms. Salisbury states that

It 
can be used to gauge visibility and 
current, as a vertical reference, and to aid 
in descending.

SKIP BREATHING 


BY CHARLES V. BROWN, M.D. 


he bottom’s terrific. You have only 
one tank, and the nearest air station 
is a long way off. So you skip breathe. 
Or maybe you just hate to run out of air 
before your buddy does. Take a 
breath, skip a breath, take a breath, 

Skip breathing is the diver’s termi- 
nology for what physiologists would 
call deliberate hypoventilation — that 
is, purposely breathing less than you 
normally would for a given activity. It 
stretches your tank all right, but you 
pay a price. To see what the price 
amounts to, we'll need to look at the 
several distinct purposes which 
breathing serves, and how they are af- 
fected by the U/W environment. 

First, breathing provides charges of 
air that can be expelled in useful ways. 
Inhaled air enables kids to blow out 
candles, musicians to blow horns, and 
the rest of us to talk. No problem here, 
as none of these are commonly at- 
tempted underwater. 

Second, expanding the chest not 
only pulls air into the lungs, it pulls 
blood into the heart. Because the lungs 
are elastic, when expanded they tug 
outward on the sides of the mediasti- 
num, expanding the heart and sucking 
in venous blood. This aid to circulation 
is important for a person standing up- 
right on land, where gravity opposes 
return of blood from veins below the 
heart. It is far less important U/W, where 
gravity is largely negated. 

Third, breathing according to one’s 
natural urge supplies oxygen at a rate 
appropriate for the activity at hand. 
Skip breathing would ordinarily leave 
one short of oxygen, but underwater 
this is offset by the increased partial 
pressure of oxygen. 

Fourth, breathing regulates the level 
of CO2 in the blood by continually re- 
moving any excess. Here, finally, lies 
the real penalty of skip breathing — the 
body retains CO2. The partial pressure 
of CO2 in arterial blood is normally 
40mm of mercury. As it rises, unplea- 








sant things begin to happen. A level of 
60mm is bad and, at 80mm, one verges 
on coma. Scuba diving aggravates the 
usual disadvantages of CO2 retention 
and adds more of its own. Let’s see 
what these are. 

Excess COz2 is not all carried in sim- 
ple solution. Much of it reacts chemi- 
cally with water to form bicarbonate ion 
and hydrogen ion. The hydrogen ion 
causes acidosis. In the acidotic state, 
biochemical reactions that support life 
become less efficient, and the diver 
becomes weakened. 

COz2 is a strong vasodilator, and this 
can also cause trouble. The body has 
far more blood vessels than there is 
blood to fill them at any one time. Nor- 
mally, most remain inactive until flow 
is required. As the COz2 level in any 
given area rises, it causes vessels to di- 
late, admitting a flow of fresh blood to 
set things right. But when the CO2 
level is kept artificially high through- 
out the blood stream, control breaks 
down. Vasodilation becomes too wide- 
spread, and blood pressure falls. Blood 
flows where it’s not needed, reducing 
the flow to areas of maximal need, such 
as hard working muscles. 

Increased flow of blood through the 
skin carries body heat from the interior 
to the surface, where it is readily lost. 
This of course impairs the body’s prime 
defense against hypothermia. 

Increased flow of blood to the brain

favors oxygen toxicity. The danger of 
high partial pressures of oxygen at 
depth is normally reduced because the 
oxygen has a vasoconstricting effect, 
slowing blood flow to the brain. But 
high CO2 dilates the vessels, ruining 
this protection, and oxygen convul- 
sions occur at a lesser depth than 
would otherwise be the case. 

The evils of excess vasodilation 
mentioned so far may be appreciated 
intellectually, but there is another with 
which many divers have become pain- 
fully familiar. It is the well known CO2 
headache, caused by dilation of vessels 
in the membranes covering the brain. 

CO2z is also a potent narcotic. We’ve 
mentioned that doubling its normal 
level can knock a person out. The risk 
is magnified by depth, for the effect of 
CO? is additive with that of nitrogen in 
producing narcosis. 

Finally, COz predisposes to de- 
compression sickness. It apparently fa- 
vors the formation and/or early expan- 
sion of tiny bubbles. And once a bubble 
is formed, regardless of its composi- 
tion, all dissolved gases will flow into it 
until partial pressure equilibrium is 
reached between the bubble and the 
solution. A high CQOz level therefore 
means bigger bubbles. Indeed, it has 
been reported that if a working diver 
will simply hold still and rest for one 
minute before starting his ascent, he’s 
much less likely to get bent.

If a sport diver has pushed the 
tables, his ascent should be very re- 
laxed. Kicking hard to overcome nega- 
tive buoyancy, or to lift a bag of 


goodies, invites bubble trouble. Judi- 


cious use of buoyancy control in such 
situations is definitely helpful. And 
mild hyperventilation — breathing, 
more than seems necessary just before’ 
and during the ascent — adds an addi- 
tional safety factor. 

The savvy diver stretches his bottom 
time in ways that don’t rely upon skip 
breathing. He uses an efficient pattern 
of breathing, deeper and slower than 
topside, so as not to waste energy in 
moving air back and forth through the 
dead space in the regulator and the 
lung’s air passages. He hangs loose, 
relaxed rather than tense. He dresses 
for efficient thermal protection, to 
avoid both cold-induced hyperventila- 
tion and energy wastage by shivering. 
He utilizes the most efficient means of 
propulsion: Kick and glide rather than 
simply pumping fins; or crawl hand 
over hand across the bottom; or ride 
the surge. And he maintains precision 
control of his buoyancy to avoid wast- 
ing energy in kicking up or down. 

Breathing is the most urgently es- 
sential activity of life over which we 
have any control. Holding one’s breath 
is something like dying a little. So skip 
a meal, skip a jacket, skip a buddy, if 
you must. But don’t skip breathing. js

FOLLOW-UP ON CHARONIA 
TRITONIS 

A few readers have written about 
sighting Charonia tritonis. Their reports 
are greatly appreciated. 

Not all of the reports were actually of 
that shell. One reader wrote, “I have ob- 
served and collected a live triton while 
snorkeling off the beach on West End, 
Grand Bahama Island in the Carib- 
bean.’”’ A second reader wrote a similar 
letter describing a sighting at Trellis Bay 
at Beef Island in the Caribbean. He said, 
“T saw it among numerous sea urchins 
and starfish on a mostly sandy bottom 
(with no appreciable coral within sever- 
al hundred yards) in about 15 feet (4.6m) 
of water. In the same area there were 
numerous West Indian fighting conchs 
(Strombus pugilis Linne, 1758), queen 
conchs (unknown), a few beautiful milk 
conchs (Strombus costatus Gmelin, 1791), 
and several king and emperor helmets 
(Cassis tuberosa Linne, 1758 and Cassis 
madagascariensis Lamarck, 1822). We 








also saw three or four murex shells in ° 


the same area.’ 

First, I would like to point out that 
Charonia found in the Caribbean (South- 
east Florida, West Indies, Brazil and 
Bermuda) are not the same shell as the 
Pacific triton (Charonia tritonis) described 
in the May Shell Collector’s Notebook. 
However, I do appreciate the informa- 
tion submitted on the Atlantic species as 
they are quite similar and probably have 
similar feeding habits. 

The Pacific triton is Charonia tritonis 
Linnaeus, 1758. The Atlantic shell is 
Charonia variegata Lamarck, 1816, 
which is considered by some to be a sub- 
species of the Pacific triton. 


There are two principle differences in 
the shell. In the Atlantic shell, the col- 
umella plicae, or folds, are thin and 
strongly raised; in the Pacific shell, they 
are broad and slightly raised. Also the 
adult members of the Atlantic species 
have a raised, swollen angular shoulder 
on the last whorl. 

Still another reader wrote: “Your arti- 
cle on the triton’s trumpet prompted me 
to write about a shellI recently acquired, 
which is probably not a true trumpet. It 
is called an Australian trumpet and is in 
very good condition.” 

This reader is right in that the Austral- 
ian trumpet he described is not a “true” 
trumpet shell. It is Syrinx aruanus Linne, 
1758, a member of the family Galeodi- 
dae. It is collected from a depth of at 


least 20 fathoms in Northern Australia 
from Bunbury, W.A. to southern 
Queensland. The northern shells have a 
high-shouldered spire and the shoul- 
ders are sometimes nodulose while at 
the southern end of the species range 
the shells have alow spire, straight sides 
with rounded shoulders. Externally and 
internally the shells are rich creamy- 
yellow but will, when alive, have a thick 
periostracum. 


This shell will reach a length of at least 


24 inches and is probably the world’s 
largest gastropod shell. The reader 
stated the shell he collected was 24¥/2 
inches long. This may be a record size. 
The value of this shell is listed at be- 
tween $12 and $24. A pure white, albino 
shell, lists at $150. 

The fourteen species of Charonia, 
their locality and their approximate 


value are as follows:

Reportedly shells of C. lampis of the 
Mediterranean, C. sauliae of Japan, and 
C. capax of New Zealand are all alike and 


need taxonomic work to ascertain if they 
are separate species. 

The other comment I would like to 
make on some of the above letters is the 
use of common names when discussing 
shells. If you do want to use a common 
name when referring to shells, also use 
the scientific name in parenthesis al- 
though it is preferable to use the scien- 
tific name first then the common name 
in parenthesis. The use of the descrip- 
tive name “conch” is particularly con- 
fusing since there are so many conch 
shells. In addition to the genus Strom- 
bus, all of which are called conch shells, 
shells in the genus Melogena, collected 
in the same area, are also called conch 
shells. Melogena melogena (Linne, 1758). 
is called the West Indian crown conch 
but is totally different from the West 
Indian fighting conch (Strombus pugilis). 

The common name “triton” is almost 
as bad. Shells in at least three genera are 
called “‘triton’”’ shells. Charonia (14 kinds 
of tritons), Syrinx (the Australian triton, 
but also three Australian species of 
Charonia are called Australian tritons), 
and several species of the genus Cym- 
atium are called tritons.

“While on a reef in the Bahamas I 
found a shell.”

shell? How much is it worth?” 

There are a number of shells that have 
teeth in the parietal area. One that is 
very pronounced and fits your descrip- 
tion in that “it looks like a baby’s tooth” 
and not ‘’teeth’’ is Nerita peloronta 
Linne, 1758. This shell is found in south- 
east Florida, Bermuda, and throughout 
the West Indies. It is grayish-yellow in 
color with zigzag markings of black and 
red. It is particularly characterized by 
having a blood-red parietal area bear- 
ing, usually, one but sometimes two, 
teeth that are whitish in color. These 
teeth are much more pronounced than 
in other Neritidae species. 

The shell is very abundant along the 
rocky shores facing the open ocean. Its 
value is minimal: 20 cents to 50 cents 
each, depending on size and condition. 
Sometimes called the bleeding tooth 
shell, it will reach a length of three-quar- 
ters to one and one-half inches. 


CONUS LEGATUS 

The value of Conus legatus (not liga- 
tus) varies from $7.50 to as much as $18, 
again depending on size and condition. 
Also it makes a difference if the oper- 
culum is with the shell and the type of 
cleaning that may have been done. 

This shell is one of the textile cone 
complex and is sometimes difficult to 
identify accurately. All shells in the 
group have the characteristic tent pat- 
terns of the textile cone and most are 
found throughout the Indo-Pacific in- 
cluding Guam. However, C. legatus is 
smaller than other mature tent marked 
cones being only 24mm to 30mm in 
length. It is also more slender than most 
others and has a tall pyramidal spire. Its 
base color is pinkish to flesh and has a 
fine network of light lines forming the 
tent patterns with occasional squarish 
blotches of dark reddish-brown color. 
The body whorl will be encircled with 
prominent ridges. 


CHITON FOLLOW-UP 

A reader from Mexico wrote, “I have 
always read your interesting column in 
my favorite magazine SKIN DIVER. In 
the March issue I read about chitons. . . 
here in Mazatlan... we have a rich 
abundance of shells. One kind of chiton 
is very abundant on the rocks facing the 
sea. It is harvested commercially for 
food and used in the resturants where 
they make a delicacy called cucarachas 
del mar, that is, the cockroach dish from 
the sea, that is very nutritive and very 
expensive. These chitons are in great 
abundance and the fishermen cut them 
from the rocks with a knife and place 
them in hot water to separate the animal 
from the shell. After this they are pre- 
pared for food.” 

This reader added that he thought the

a hungry world so that mankind’s diet 
could be made more rich and healthful. 

I suspect this reader has chitons con- 
fused with a species of the family Patelli- 
dae. I have never heard of chitons being 
used for food although they probably 
would be edible. Most chitons are less 
than one inch long and have relatively 
small amounts that would be suitable 
for food. There are no references in my 
library of shell books to chitons having 
been used for food. On the other hand, 
one of the Patellidae, Ancistromesus 
mexicanus Broderip & Sowerby, 1829, 
the giant Mexican limpet, is the largest 
limpet in the world and is found in 
abundance in the Mazatlan area. How- 
ever, there is danger of this species be- 
coming extinct due to over harvesting. 

I would appreciate hearing from 
readers about the use of chitons being 
used as food. I am sure they are but 
whether or not on a commercial scale I 
do not know. ys.

In August, the Martne Wilderness 
Society initiated a state-wide petition 
drive to obtain federal marine sanctuary 
designation for Looe Key Reef, in the 
Middle Florida Keys. 

“We believe this action is necessary in 
light of the July 17 decision by the Office 
of Ocean Manangement to delay further 
progress on the designation for 12 to 18 
months,’’ commented Alexander 
Stone, public information officer for the 
Marine Wilderness Society. ‘In our 
view, this delay to await the results of a 
fisheries management study ignores 
and does not address the provisions of 
the Marine Sancuaries Act that call for 
the establishment without delay of 
marine sanctuaries in areas whose high 
recreational, esthetic, or unique value is 
endangered. 

“We are convinced that Looe Key 
Reef needs protection now if its unique 
coral formations and diverse marine life 
are to be preserved from irreversible 
damage...” Stone concluded.

tion. In preparation for building, most 
of the topsoil and plant life is ripped 
away, much like strip mining. Subse- 
quent rains wash tons of sand and silt 
into nearby rivers and ocean front 
areas. A giant undersea sand storm 
occurs as billowing clouds of debris are 
carried by currents and tidal flows. 
Miles of healthy coral reefs and delicate 
estuarine ecosystems can be quickly 
killed by these enveloping clouds of 
silt and sand which smother life. Tem- 
porary retaining walls or ground cover 
are seldom employed because of high 
construction costs and lack of laws. The 
end product of land developing is often 
a scenic shoreline community and a 
total wasteland underwater. 

COMMERCIAL FISHERIES — Our 
oceans are being overfished — of this 
there is little doubt. Modern technol- 
ogy coupled with a growing demand 
for protein has placed an unbearable 
burden upon the fish population of our 
seas. The Japanese and Russians have 
begun heavy fishing along the outer 
edge of our continental shelf because 
they have depleted the fish popula- 
tions in their own backyards. There are 
hundreds of commercial fisheries with 
fleets which go out daily and haul in 
tons of fish. Just one of these fleets can 
haul in more fish than all of the spear- 
fishermen in the world since the his- 
tory of time began. Unless we soon 
abandon our archaic concept of hunt- 
ing fish, they will all be gone. We must 
replace old methods with new con- 
cepts in fish ranching and mariculture. 

We have mentioned only a few of the 
destructive forces killing our oceans. © 
There are many more outstanding ex- 
amples of disregard for marine ecology 
and deliberate pollution perversion, 
such as: bilge dumping at sea by oil 
tankers; atomic and hydrogen bomb 
tests on Pacific atolls; and coastal con- 
struction of nuclear power plants. 

Why are these killers of our seas per- 
mitted to continue their destruction? 
Part of the answer is mankind’s basic 
stupidity about the environment in 
which he lives. Here in the U.S., we 
have inherited a legacy of 200 years of 
early ignorance and poor planning. 
The founders of Boston, New York, 
and Philadelphia never dreamed of 
such large populations nor had any 
concept of the pollution impact these 
cities would make. It has only been in 
the last decade that the American pub- 
lic has become aware of the full mean- 
ing of pollution. Unwittingly, we have 
built gigantic pollution bombs and now 
find it virtually impossible to stop or 
control these monsters. 

It is easy to blame the government 
for our miseries but incredibly difficult 
to affect any change. The price of reform 








and reconstruction will be staggering. | rees---s 9 nese eH 
Sewage treatment plants are not cheap 
and reclamation of industrial wastes 
will be equally costly. If we do every- 
thing necessary to correct or stop pres- 
ent pollution, it will cost billions of dol- 
lars. The price of goods and services will 
increase considerably to offset these 
costs. We will have to pay a heavy price 
for the pollution sins of our forefathers. 

At present, government is unsure 
and therefore ineffective in the area of 
pollution control. EPA has helped to 
slow the rate of future pollution but 
has proved ineffective in correcting old 
problems. Government is not sure that 
the public is willing to pay the high 
cost for environmental improvement. 
In many areas, government is still 
strongly influenced by big business, 
labor unions and taxpayer lobbies. No- 
body wants to spend the money neces- 
sary for improved pollution control. 
Public outrage and demand is the only 
way to clean up this mess. 

What can you do to make things 
better? First of all, educate yourself. 
Put spearfishing into proper perpec- 
tive, for itis as much a part of diving as 
underwater photography. Yes, we

The dive community should be actively opera- 
tional in spotting all threats to the sea that they 
can discover, and reporting them to The Cous- 
teau Society.

isking life, limb and an unscarred 

wetsuit in order to make an entry 
and return over rocks encrusted with 
barnacles and mussels is not every- 
one’s idea of fun diving. However, the 
diver who has mastered a few basic 
rocky beach skills has opened up an 
exciting new world underwater. 

Rocky areas are generally less fre- 
quently dived, abound in diverse ma- 
rine life and provide a three dimension- 
al contrast to the starkness found in 
many sandy beach environments. 
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Visibility is often better here since less 
sand is stirred up by the surf. Also, be- 
cause of the dampening effect of the un- 
even bottom on the incoming swell, the 
surf is often smaller here than on flat 
sandy beaches. 

A rocky beach dive can provide 
many of the positive aspects of a boat 
dive without the same investment of 
money or time. Rocky areas may be 
especially appealing for novice snor- 
kelers and skin divers. They can select 
the water depth most comfortable for 





them and gradually move deeper as 


their breathhold time improves. A rocky 
beach offers scenery and marine life at 
all accessible depths. 

Safe maneuvering over and around 
rocks requires an understanding of a 
few basic techniques and the patience 
to work with the water. The keys are: 
Stay low, move quickly with the wa- 
ter, and hold onto a rock to allow the 
water to flow over and around you. 

When planning a dive to a rocky area 
it is important to be familiar with the 


locale and the effects tidal changes have 
on accessibility and ease of entry. High 
tide may change an easy entry point to 
an area of strong surge and wave- 
washed rocks. Low tide may create a 
drop-off which eliminates the area al- 
together for entry and/or exit. 

I feel that it is critical for divers to 
master the skills required under the 
most adverse dive conditions. Once 
these are learned. thoroughly and the 
diver has gained sufficient experience, 
there may be acceptable modifications.

For example,.if there is no wave action 
or heavy currents and the bottom con- 
ditions are known, you may be able to 
walk in, carrying your fins. However, 
if the possibility exists that you might 
be knocked down by a wave or step 
into a hole, all of your equipment, in- 
ciuding the fins, should be put on prior 
to actually making the entry. 

I find it useful to describe rocky en- 
tries and exits according to three basic 
types of beach conditions and rock for- 
mations. A single rocky beach may be

made up of areas of any or all of the 
three types. Where more than one type 
of entry/exit is possible, select the eas- 
iest one. Difficulties present them- 
selves, they need not be self-imposed. 

The techniques described here for the 
three types of rocky beaches are those I 
have found .to be the safest under most 
ocean conditions. 


TYPE I — Gradually sloping bottom 
with no clear channel of sufficient 
depth to allow progress around exposed 
rocks. A beach of this type usually 
dampens wave action and results in 
spilling waves rather than plungers or 
crashers. These conditions often tempt 
the diver to walk across the rocks to 
waist deep water prior to gearing up 
completely. The danger inthis approach 
is twofold: First, loose wet rocks are dif- 
ficult to walk on safely and there is risk 
of falling and/or twisting an ankle or 
knee. Second, trying to put fins on while 
floating and being washed around by 
the swell is difficult and may result in fa- 
tigue and a sense of being out of control 
before the dive has even begun. The 
properly executed entry under these 
conditions consists of three steps: 

1. Find a solid rock to sit or lean on at 
the water’s edge. Sit or lean with your 
back to the water. If a large swell does 
hit you, it is easier to brace yourself and 
lean into the water from this position. 
Put on any equipment you are not al- 
ready wearing: gloves, mask and snor- 
kel, and fins. Check to see if your buddy 
is fully suited and ready. 

2. Turn to a hands and knees position 
and crawl carefully over the rocks until 
you reach water deep enough to float 
your body in a horizontal, face-down 
position. When a swell comes in and the 
water level rises, pull yourself over and 
around the rocks. If the receding water 
leaves you high and dry, wait for the 
next wave to float you again. 

3. Continue pulling yourself along 
with your arms until the water is deep 
enough to allow a flutter kick. Hold your 
mask, duck your head and hold onto a 
rock to let the incoming water wash over 
and around you. Move quickly with the 
outgoing flow until you are beyond the 
breaker zone. Check your weightbelt to 
be sure it has not snagged ona rock and 
become unbuckled. 

4. Exiting on this type beach is just the 
reverse of the entry. Kick in to shore on 
the backside of the incoming swells, al- 
lowing the water to float you over and 
around rocks. Hold onto a rock and let 
the outgoing water flow over and 
around you. When the water is too shal- 
low to float your body, push up to a 
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crawling position and pick your way 
carefully to a spot where you can sit and 
remove your fins. 


TYPE II — Large rocks scattered so that 
channels and/or chutes leading to open 
water are visible. Under these condi- 
tions, the waves may break outside the 
rocks with white water surging up the 
channels and out again. Timing the in- 
coming swell is critical to making a safe 
entry under these conditions and I con- 
sider this entry the most hazardous, al- 
beit, the most exciting. The energy re- 
leased when an ocean swell breaks on 
shore is concentrated as the moving 
water is funneled into a channel. This 
increase in the power of the water 
makes it difficult to maintain control and 
avoid being thrown against the rocks. 
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Whenever you're working around rocks, it’s important to keep your center of 
gravity low. Stay crouched and keep your eyes fixed on the incoming swells. 


However, if the channel is short and the 
wave period is long, an entry can be 
made safely, as follows: : 

1. Asin the Type I entry, find a rock to 
sit on or lean against as you finish gear- 
ing up. Remember to sit or lean with 
your back to the water. } 

2. Once your gear is on and adjusted, 
watch the incoming swell and resultant 
surge. Move out from behind your rock 
to a swimming position. Time your 
entry so you can fully utilize the power 
of the backwash to carry you clear of the 
channel before the incoming swell 
pushes you back to the entry point. 

3. If you get caught by the incoming 
swell, try to find a rock to hold onto and 
allow the water to flow over and around 
you. Hold your mask securely and duck

your head. As soon as the force of the in- 
coming water is reduced, start pulling 
yourself along and “wash out’ through 
the channel to open water. 

4, Exiting via one of these channels is 
vety tricky and not recommended. If it is 
necessary to exit up a channel, the swell 
must be carefully timed: You must allow 
the front of the wave to pass over you 
and kick in on the back of the wave. Use 
the power and depth of the water to lift 
you up to the top of a rock where you 
can crawl to a position of safety. 

TYPE III — Rocky outcropping or ledge 
dropping off into open water, accessi- 
ble by foot. This condition provides the 
easiest rocky entry, but staying low and 
timing the swells is still very important. 
Standing upright and watching the 





waves washing over the rocks at your 
feet may be the last thing you do before 
being dumped by a set, rolled around on 
the rocks, caught in a crevice or washed 
into the water minus some of your 
equipment. The entry should be ap- 
proached with caution and a respect for 
the kinds of problems that might occur. 

1. Before you approach the edge of the 
rock or ledge, sit down and put on all of 
your gear. Crawl to the edge of the rock, 
carefully watching the swells. If a big 
wave breaks, lie down on the rock and 
let the water wash over you. 

2. At the edge, swing your legs over 
the side of the rock as if you were sitting 
on the edge of a pool. The entry is a sort 
of belly-flop from a seated position. 
Time the entry so you hit the water at 








the crest of the wave (when the water 
level is the highest) and you will be car- 
ried away from the rocks by the back- 
wash. Remember to hold your mask 
when making your entry. 

3. The exit at this spot may be a little 
tricky and requires a good sense of tim- 
ing to avoid tearing your wetsuit. Time 
your move so you swim up the back of 
the wave crest just as it hits the rocks. 
The water level will be at its highest and 
should lift you up to the top of the rock. 
If you miscalculate and become 
stranded halfway up the side of the 
rock, relax and hang there until the next 
wave lifts you up to the top. 

Rocky entries and exits are generally 


done one diver at a time. However, both © 


buddies should be ready at the same 


To exit the water, pick a low flat rock with 
easy access to higher, safer ground. Again, 
timing is important. The object is to swim 
up the back of the wave crest just as it 
hits the rock. The water level will then be 
at its highest and the swell will lift you 
up and deposit you atop the rock in “‘eleva- 
tor’ fashion. If you miscalculate and become 
stranded halfway up, simply hold on, relax, 
and wait for the next swell to lift you up. 
The rock formations illustrating this ar- 
ticle fall into the author’s Type III ca- 
tegory. This condition provides the easi- 
est entry and is often used in training. 





time. One goes out while the other waits 
and observes. The second buddy enters 
the water when the first diver is in the 
clear and is facing shore, monitoring the 
second diver’s entry. 

If you have not tried rocky beach div- 
ing, ask other divers about spots they 
would recommend. Spend time watch- 
ing others as they make their entries and 
exits. Practice an entry without your 
tank in order to get the feel of it. Re- 
member to stay low and work with the 
water rather than trying to fight it. You 
are dealing with an irresistible force (the 
ocean) and an immovable object (rock) 
— with a little care and practice you can 
come between them without being 
crushed and an exciting and beautiful

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than prodigious. 

In an effort to make my 
own measly collection of 
photographs from the past 
summer go a little further 
and provide a bit more crea- 
tive satisfaction, I planned a 
series of projects for the 
winter. Since I couldn’t go 
diving and take new pic- 
tures, I decided to make 
some photographs from the 
ones I already had. 

The essential element in 
my plan was a slide dupli- 
cating attachment for my 
35mm camera. The slide dup- 
licator consists of a bellows

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camera lens to focus on a small area and 
a device for positioning a slide in front of 
it. Most often photographers use a slide 
duplicator for making exact copies of 
their most precious slides, correcting 
under- or over-exposure or cropping 
(enlarging a portion of the slide). But 
with a little planning and imagination 
the slide copier is capable of doing some 
fairly magical things. 


COLORIZING 

Perhaps the simplest bit of magic you 
can perform with the slide copier is to 
add to or change the colors of your 
slides. Using vivid color filters or thea- 
trical gels, you can add striking color by 
copying your slide with the filter be- 
tween your light source and the slide 
copier. Through experimentation you'll 
find that the color of the filter will com- 
bine with the colors of the slide to pro- 
duce unusual results. Quite often you'll 
find that the filter will color the high- 
light areas most strongly, leaving the 
mid-tones more natural. Strong filters 
which are used on a relatively colorless 
or mono-toned slide tend to impart a 
heavy, overall color cast. 


SANDWICHING 

Sandwiching two slides and rephoto- 
graphing the result is the simplest but 
one of the most effective ways of creat- 
ing totally new images from your under- 
water and surface slides. Quite often 
slides that you might have considered 
rejects will make excellent sandwiches. 
This is because over-exposed slides 
work quite well for making sandwiches. 
Choose slides that have a single strong 
element, preferably against a light back- 
ground such as a seagull against a bald 
sky and a shot of sea oats before a fea- 
tureless background. 

Striking silhouettes can be accom- 
plished in the same manner. A seagull 
against a light sky can be sandwiched 
before a blazing sunset. There is a ten- 
dency for each of the slides in the sand- 
wich to take on the color cast of the other 
slide so care must be taken to choose 
slides which will not produce an un- 
pleasing color shift. 


THE FISH-EYE EFFECT 

For years I’ve admired the dynamic 
fish-eye photographs of people such as 
Rick Frehsee, yet I’ve never been able to 
justify the investment in a costly fish- 
eye lens for my cameras. However, with 
a perfectly round hole punched in a 
piece of opaque cardboard and my slide 
copier, I’ve been able to create a dy- 
namic fish-eye effect with slides I al- 
ready have. After examining fish-eye 
photographs in magazines, I chose 
some of my slides shot with a wide- 
angle lens which exhibited some distor- 
tion. Placing one in the slide copier, I 
held the cardboard with the hole in it 
against the slide and rephotographed it. 
The result was a somewhat distorted 
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round image which had the traditional 
fish-eye look. 


DOUBLE EXPOSURES 

Another relatively simple trick which 
can produce exceptional images is double 
exposure. Not all cameras are capable of 
making double exposures but most 
good quality 35mm SLR’s can produce a 
double exposure with a little work. On 
some cameras you must rewind the film 
one frame after you’ve made your first 
exposure. Then you advance the film to 
cock the shutter and, finally, make the 
second exposure. 

Double exposing works well for com- 
bining elements which are set against 
dark backgrounds. Two red sponges 
photographed at night can easily be 
combined with a photograph of a diver 
silhouetted in a mouth of a cave. Each 
slide in the combination is exposed nor- 
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Split-screen or matting can be accomplished 
by taping a piece of opaque black paper to 
one of the two slides you've chosen for a 
composite. The matte should obscure the 
part of the picture over which the other 
slide will be superimposed. The matte pack 
is then put in the slide copier and exposed. 


mally, and care is taken to make certain 
that the light areas of each photograph 
double expose over the dark areas of the 
respective mate. 

A grid of horizontal and vertical lines 
placed in the viewfinder of your camera 
is especially helpful in registering your 
double exposures. Using this grid it is a 
simple matter to super-impose a star 
highlight over the underwater light in a 
night diving photograph. 


SPLIT-SCREEN OR MATTING 

A logical extension of double expo- 
sure is combining images which do not 
have large dark areas where lighter ele- 
ments may be inserted. Hollywood does 
this sort of thing all the time in films like 
Star Wars. And it is possible to achieve a 
similar effect on a somewhat less sophis- 
ticated scale with a slide copier.

he early morning fog lay like freshly 

whipped meringue, making every 
turn in the winding, snake-like road 
difficult to navigate. Smoke was drift- 
ing lazily out of the chimneys of the 
scattered mountain homes as farmers 
drove their mules and plows over the 
rugged, rocky hillsides they call fields. 
It was spring and there was a chill up 
on the Tennessee Cumberland Plateau 
— a far better morning for deer hunting 


than a freezing dip in a stream-fed 


lake. As our car groaned up the steep 
incline and lunged forward around 
tight S curves, I wondered if this lake 
called Dale Hollow was going to be 
worth the anxiety of getting there. 

The lake is located in a scenic valley 
halfway between Knoxville and Nash- 
ville and 40 miles due north of I-40 from 
Cookville, via Highway 42. Part of it 
rests on the Kentucky line, but the ma- 
jority of its 31,000 acres is in Tennes- 
see. It is approximately 23 years old and 
has visibility up to 50 feet but averaging 
around 30 feet. Like many lakes, the 
visibility is best during the early spring 
and late fall. But even in the heat of 
mid-summer it is not uncommon to 
have 30 foot plus: visibility off the sheer 
drop-off cliffs. The water clarity is at- 
tributed to the fact that 95 percent of 
the watershed is forest and shale. The 
shale not only performs as a filtering 
system but adds interesting color to the 
bottom with the orange, yellow, and 
rust shades of the rocks. In addition, the 
shale provides hiding places for the fish. 
Dale Hollow is noted for its huge bass 
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and trout and holds the world’s record 
for the largest smallmouth bass and 
North American brown trout. 

Skin and scuba diving in Tennessee 
starts early in the spring and drifts well 
into the fall past the hatching of the 
freshwater jellyfish. When the dog- 
woods and the redbud trees burst into 
glorious blossom, the carp begin their 
spawning ritual in the shallows of Dale 
Hollow Lake. They usually choose 
such unromantic places as the web of 
black willow tree roots that border the 
lake banks. During this period many 
native spearfishermen say the carp 
belch and moan and bellow as they 
wallow over the shale bottom. Person- 
ally, I consider these somewhat exag ger- 
ated descriptions; however, these U/W 
sportsmen are rather convincing. 

Whatever the call, the divers — com- 
ing some distance — must hear some- 
thing, for from April to early June, Dale 
Hollow is well blessed with red and 
white divers flags, spearguns, and 
anxious, wetsuit-clad, underwater 
hunters. It is more than just carp they 
are after, as any rough fish (gar, cat- 
fish, shad, drum, and suckers) are fair 
game. It is not uncommon for the per- 
sistant diver to bag a carp in excess of 
ten pounds or a drum at five pounds 
and being tempted by a bass is a regu- 
lar occurrence. 

Spearing of game fish in the ‘’volun- 
teer state’ is looked upon by the Tenn- 
essee Wildlife Resources Agency as a 
crime deserving just short of the elec- 
tric chair. In other words, the diver can

be fined up to $300 and have his gear 
and even his boat confiscated and put 
up for public auction. There is actually 
no need for the diver to step beyond 
the law, for rough fish are very plenti- 
ful and give more of a fight and require 
greater skill in the hunt. 

For the diver interested in finding 
something from his ancestral past, the 
hollow is the place to come. Artifacts 
left by the many woodland Indian 
tribes that called this area home can be 
easily uncovered by the diving treasure 
hunter. Perfectly shaped arrowheads 
are abundant. Hunting these interest- 
ing pieces of Indian lore can be done 
best after the Corps of Engineers drops 
the water level allowing the normally 
submerged islands to surface. By slow, 
shallow diving in about ten feet of wa- 
ter, and inspecting the crevices around 
the island’s shale bottom, arrowheads 
can be found. 

Arrowheads are literally everywhere 
and not difficult to find; however, there 
is more to this lake than spearing fish 
and artifact hunting — particularly if 
you happen to be a rock hound. 

On the gradually descending 650 
mile shoreline around the lake is a geo- 
logical phenomenon called geodes. 
The geode is a round rock ranging from 
golf ball to baseball size in a cop- 
per-rust color. When the stone is bro- 
ken open, the interior is hollow, con- 
taining attractive crystal formations 
that pick up the sunlight and sparkle 
like diamonds. The geode is often 
mounted standing upright on a piece

of mirror or plexiglass and used as an 
interesting home conversation piece. 

Another interesting activity revolves 
around the drum fish population. The 
Tennessee diver refers to these fish as 
the keepers of the freshwater pearl — in 
reality the ear bones of the fish. After the 
drum is speared, two chalk-white oval 
bones are removed from the fish’s head. 
These bones, or pearls, are the size of a 
dime and are made into attractive jewelry. 

Many divers choose to camp at First Is- 
land. If you desire some good Tennessee 
hospitality around the open campfire, 
this is the place to call home while on 
your Tennessee dive vacation. 

If you are not a camper and want a 
soft bed and strong roof above your 
head, then you might be interested in 
the cabins and motels at Cedar Hill, 
Hendricks Creek, Willow Grove, Holly 
Creek and Horse Creek. However, 
make reservations well in advance for 
cottages and houseboats are booked 
solid during the summer months. If 
you are a camper but do not wish to be 
stuck on First Island, then you will find 
the Tennessee park system superb. 
There are 12 campgrounds around 
Dale Hollow Lake: Standing Stone, 
Overton County, Cove Creek, Dale 
Hollow Dam, Lillydale, Obey River, 
Pleasant Grove, Sulphur Creek, Willow 
Grove, Wolf River, and Dale Hollow 
State Park. A real treat at the end of the 
day is sipping Tennessee’s Jack 
Daniels Whiskey and letting your taste 
buds marvel at Margaret Sproat’s 
home-cooked barbecue at J & M Gro- 
cery, just above Holly Creek dock. 

One problem you will encounter, 
though, is the availability of air sta- 
tions. Unfortunately, they are few and 
far between. The only permanent com- 
pressor is located at Eagles Cove Ma- 
rina, near Byrdstown, Tennessee. It is 
rumored that the compressor does not 
operate all the time, so it might be ad- 
vantageous to call the dock before 
making a long run into the far recesses 
of the lake. (This dock is located about 
19 miles from the dam. Telephone 615/ 
864-3456.) The wisest thing to do to 
prevent disappointment is to fill your 
tanks in Nashville at either of the two 
existing dive shops — Neptune Equip- 
ment Corporation or Tennessee Div- 
ers, Inc. If you do not wish to stop at 
the capital city, the Skin Dive Shop 
(owned by Will Glen Crawford) is lo- 
cated in Cookeville, Tennessee. It is on 
the way to Dale Hollow if you are going 
to Livingston Boat Dock or the Lilly- 
dale and Willow Grove areas. If you 
come through Knoxville, Currint In- 
terprises, Inc., will be happy to fill 
your tanks. One way or the other air is 
obtainable, but it might be wise to fill 
more than one cylinder.

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people have been at it for more than 4000 years. When divers 
dream of sunken ships they generally concentrate on bulky 
Spanish galleons with holds crammed full of wealth. Actually 
the majority of the sunken treasure lying in American wa- 
ters is on non-Spanish vessels such as paddle-wheel steam- 
ers lost on rivers, many different types of vessels lost on the 
Great Lakes and a myriad of vessels scattered along the coasts 
of this country. Of the more than 10,000 vessels lost in Ameri- 
can waters prior to 1900, more than 95 percent were lost in 
less than 50 feet of water. 

The key to success in locating shipwrecks is to do a thor- 
ough job of research. Failure to do so generally results in a 
great waste of time, effort and money. Like many others, I 
learned the hard way myself after numerous failures — all of 
which were the result of using phony treasure charts and data 
from ficticious books on sunken treasure. I eventually re- 
sorted to hitting the musty archives and libraries and 
amassed information on more than 30,000 ship losses scat- 
tered all over the globe. The material I unearthed led me to 
many wrecks and fills a massive book entitled Shipwrecks of 
the Western Hemisphere 1492-1825, published by David 
McKay Co., New York, N.Y. My purpose for writing this 
book was to save others from time-consuming, expensive re- 
search they would have to do if they were really serious. 

There are other factual printed sources currently available 
for researching ship losses after 1825, the cutoff date in my 
book. This is particularly true for ships lost in United States’ 
waters. The most reliable book is the Encyclopedia of American 
Shipwrecks by Bruce D. Berman, published in 1972 and still in 
print. As a result of eight years of intensive research the 
author managed to gather data on more than 50,000 wrecks in 
American waters. Of these, he selected over 13,000 and cov- 
ered them in his book, excluding all vessels of less than 50 
gross tons. A few of these are pre-Revolutionary War and his 
list includes ships lost up to 1971. Included in the data is the 
name, tonnage, type of vessel, year of construction, date and 
cause of loss and the location. 

Another excellent reference book is A Guide to Sunken Ships 
in American Waters by Adrian L. Lonsdale and H.R. Kaplan, 
which lists 1100 sunken ships off the coasts of the United 
States as well as many in rivers and the Great Lakes. Al- 
though most of the wrecks mentioned in this book are also 
listed in Berman’s, they are covered in somewhat greater de- 
tail. There are also dozens of other good books which deal 
with ship losses in particular areas or ships lost during speci- 
fic eras. For the Great Lakes, I recommend reading Memories 
of the Lakes and Shipwrecks of the Lakes both written by Dana 
Thomas Bowen. New England area wrecks are dealt with in 
Wrecks of Nantucket by Arthur H. Gardner and Shipwrecks of 
Cape Cod by Isaac M. Small, both exceptionally interesting

books. A good book on West Coast shipwrecks is Shipwrecks 
of the Pacific Coast by James A. Gibbs, Jr. River ship losses are 
artially covered in Steamboat Disasters and Railroad Accidents 
by S.A. Howland. For information on almost every military 
and merchant ship lost during the Civil War there is a 42 
volume work entitled Records of the Navies of the Civil War, 
published by the U.S. Government Printing Office. 

In addition to books there are a number of pamphlets pub- 
lished by various government agencies which contain wreck 
information postdating 1825. The best source is the Treasury 
Section of the National Archives in Washington, D.C., which 
will furnish the following reports for a small fee: Marine Dis- 
asters North of San Francisco, California from January 1870 to Au- 


gust 1886, Marine Casualties on the Great Lakes from 1862 to 


1873, Wreck Reports of the Great Lakes 1886-1891, and List of 
Wrecks and Casualties — Coast of Rhode Island and Fisher's Island 
1752-1907. This last report gives the location of 600 vessels. 

Over the years the Public Information Division of the U.S. 
Coast Guard has also published lists of ship losses which can 
be obtained free of charge. Among the most interesting are 
Principal Marine Disasters 1831-1932 (with data on more than 
600 ships lost on rivers, lakes and at sea), Life Saving Annual 
Reports 1878-1914, and United States Merchant Ship Losses: 
December 1941-August 1945. Other good sources of informa- 
tion are the U.S. Naval Hydrographic Office and U.S. Mari- 
time Commission, both located in Washington, D.C. 

The most comprehensive general book on ship losses 
throughout the world is The Treasure Divers Guide by John S. 
Potter. Books have also been published in various foreign 
countries dealing with their own ship losses in areas other 
than just off their own coasts. For Spanish ships there are two 
major works: La Armada Espanola in nine volumes and 
Disquisiciones Nauticas in six volumes, both by Fernandez 
Cesareo Duro. For losses of French ships throughout the 
world consult Histoire des Naufages in three volumes by Jean 
L. Desperthes. British ship losses are covered in dozens of 
books by various authors. The best work on British warships 
is The Royal Navy in three volumes by William L. Clowes. If 
your local library does not have any of the above mentioned 
books, including those published in other countries, they can 
be obtained through the Inter-Library Loan System. 

Old newspaper accounts are also a valuable source of infor- 
mation on ship losses after the mid-17th century. On more 
than one occasion I have been able to identify or learn more 
about a shipwreck through newspapers. 

To determine which newspapers were being published 
nearest to the site of a wreck you found, or one you are re- 
searching, it is helpful to consult the following sources: His- 
tory and Bibliography of American Newspapers, 1690-1820, 
two volumes by Clarence S. Brigham; and the Dictionary of 








Newspapers and Periodicals by N.W. Ayer and Sons, which 
covers the period up to 1880. The New York Times was 
founded in 1851 and is a very comprehensive source of infor- 
mation on ship losses of the later periods. Most libraries have 
indexes to all years of the Times and microfilms of particular 
issues Or pages are easy to obtain. 

Although original research undertaken in archives and li- 
braries is by far the most rewarding, as well as the most chal- 
lenging method of learning about ship losses, few amateur 
divers have the time or finances to pursue it. However, witha 
little patience and a small amount of money a diver can write 
to a particular archive — either in this country or foreign — 
and enlist the services of a professional researcher. 

If you want to do research on British ship losses from origi- 
nal sources you can actually do it right in the U.S., without 

oing to England. In 1740 a newspaper called Lloyd’s List was 

ounded and is still published today. It covered the move- 
ments of British shipping around the world, as well as brief 
accounts of ship losses and the movements of important 
foreign shipping such as the Spanish treasure fleets or ships 
‘engaged in the East Indies trade. Lloyd’s List also contained 
information regarding the salvaging of ships. Until recently it 
was necessary to to go England to consult these Lists, which I 
have found invaluable in my own research. Recently, how- 
ever, all of the Lists, dating from 1740 to 1900, have been re- 
published in a multi-volume work which can be found in 
many large state or university libraries. 

Before doing any research in United States depositories, 
either on American or foreign ship losses, consult the Guide to 
Archives and Manuscripts in the United States by Philip H. 
Hamer, to determine which archive or library will have the 
relevant-material. The National Archives in Washington, 
D.C. is the most important source of ship loss data postdating 
the American Revolution, but there are many others with 
copious amounts of original documents as well. Each state 
has an archive which should be consulted for information 
about a wreck located in the waters of that state. In some in- 
stances many of the most important documents in state ar- 
chives have Gade published as indexes. 

As an example: If one is interested in ship losses off the 
coast of Virginia, the first step in researching them should be 
to consult the Calendar of Virginia State Papers and other Manu- 
scripts Preserved in the Capitol at Richmond in 11 volumes. In 
addition to the state archives, many state and private univer- 
sities have large manuscript collections. Some even contain 
abundant information from foreign archives. At the Univer- 
sity of Florida there is a rich collection of documents on micro- 
film obtained from various Spanish archives which deal with 
early Florida history, including shipwrecks. The Bancroft Li- 
brary of the University of California at Berkeley has a good 
collection of documents which cover ship losses dating back 
to the late 16th century along the coast of California. Many 


, maritime museums also have original documents and micro- » 


film. One of the most extensive collections is in the Mariner’s 
Museum in Newport News, Virginia. The San Francisco 
Maritime Museum is the best source of information on West 
Coast ship losses, particularly for those lost during and after 
the Gold Rush. The indispensable reference on microfilm col- 
lections in the U.S. is Richard W. Hale’s Guide to Photocopied 
Historical Materials in the United States and Canada. 

Old maps and charts are often valuable sources for locating 
shipwrecks. In the course of doing research I have come upon 
hundreds of maps showing, with astonishing accuracy in 
some cases and equally astonishing inaccuracy in others, 
shipwreck locations. Three old charts showing the position of 
all 21 ships of a Spanish fleet wrecked during a hurricane in 
1733 in the Florida Keys have survived the ravages of time. 
However, each of the three cartographers has placed most of 
the wrecks in different locations. The most accurate maps or 
charts pinpointing shipwrecks were generally those drawn 
by contemporary salvors. 3 








In an article of this length it is not possible to list every 
available research source. The following example, showing 
how much material is available for one random area, should 
be helpful in indicating how one should approach shipwreck 
research. Assuming a diver has either found a shipwreck off 
the North Carolina coast and wants to identify it or wants to 
research first before going after a target, after thoroughly 
studying all relevant sources already mentioned in this arti- 
cle, he would turn to the following references. 

There are two excellent books by David Stick listing hun- 


‘dreds of shipwrecks off North Carolina: Graveyard of the At- 


lantic and The Outer Banks of North Carolina. If the evidence in- 
dicates that the wreck was lost after 1749, or if one is research- 
ing a wreck postdating that year, when the first newspapers - 
were printed in North Carolina, one would consult North 
Carolina Newspapers on Microfilm by Jones and Avant and their 
Union List of North Carolina Newspapers 1751-1900. Before re- 
searching any original documents one could refer to the Index 
to the Colonial and State Records of North Carolina in four 
volumes by Stephen Weeks, The .Colonial Records of North 
Carolina in ten volumes by William Saunders and the Guide to 
the Manuscript Collections in the Duke University Library by 
Tilley and Goodwin. The best source for old maps and charts 
for this state, in addition to those already mentioned, is the 
Mariner's Museum in Newport News, Virginia, which has 
published a helpful guide: Catalog of Maps, Ship’s Papers and 
Logbooks. Recently the Duke University Marine Laboratory

published An Oceanographic Atlas of the Carolina Continental 
Margin which contains a number of charts showing hundreds 
of sunken ships in North Carolina waters. 

Another approach to gathering information is to talk with 
anyone who may have accidentally found a shipwreck. I have 
found local fishermen and shrimpers to be excellent sources 
for shipwreck locations. They also usually know the sur- 
rounding sea bottom as well as the palms of their hands and 
have often snagged objects from wrecks in their nets. Fisher- 
men know that fish abound around wrecks and in many areas 
they have their own wreck charts so they can either return to 
choice fishing spots or avoid dangerous areas. 

Before going after a shipwreck one should research the 
matter of laws pertaining to wrecks in the area he plans to 
work. Failure to do so could result in big trouble with the lo- 
cal, state or Federal Government — not to mention the 
dreaded nightmare of having everything found being confis- 
cated. Many states now require divers to obtain a search per- 
mit before they even enter the water. >»

L; 1958 was the year of the single 
hose regulator, then 1978 must 
go down in dive history as the 
year of the wraparound buoyancy 
compensator. Its significance 
should not be underestimated — 
no product concept has been so 
widely accepted so fast. Enthusi- 
asm at dive resorts has been espe- 
cially high, and many veteran dive 
guides have switched to jacket 
compensators. 

The first of the second generation 
of wraparounds is the Seatec Blue- | 
fin — a carefully engineered, most 
attractive compensator. 

In case you are not familiar with 
the wraparound jacket concept of 
buoyancy, it is deceptively sim- : 
ple. Split a horse collar BC down | | 
the middle, eliminate the crotch 
strap, add a little back buoyancy — 
and holes for your arms. Because 
you wear it like a jacket, the arm 
holes take the place of your tank 
straps. With less straps, more even 
weight distribution, and buoyancy 
features that neither the back- or 
front-mounted units offer, it is 
definitely the trend of the future. 

We were first introduced to Sea- 
tec’s Bluefin at the 1978 DEMA 
Trade Show. Because of its instant 
acceptance by the dealers at the 
show, the factory sold out and it 
took us several months to get one 
for testing and evaluation. It was 
worth waiting for. The Bluefin is 
not only functional, it is good 
looking and fun to use. 

The Bluefin is a double bag com- 
pensator — a design concept first 
introduced to diving by the Seatec 
company. Its inner bladder is 
heat-sealed urethane com- 
pounded from a special formula 
developed by Seatec president 
Harry Ruscigno. Designed to bal- 
ance stiffness and strength for 
comfort, this. urethane remains 
more flexible in colder water and 
has superior resistance to bacter- 
ia, ozone and ultra-violet light. A 
former Seatec exclusive, this ure- 
thane is now found in virtually

This 
sleeve is what the cartridge screws 
into. And, should the threads be- 
come corroded (they will eventual- 
ly), the sleeve then unscrews along 
with the cartridge, eliminating 
about $12 in replacement costs. 
Should this happen to you, most 
Seatec dealers will replace the 
sleeve for free. 

Automatic inflation is standard, 
as is a backpack. But, if you are 
switching over, money can be 
saved by purchasing the jacket 


-alone and adding your own sys- 


tem. One word of advice: Because 
the Bluefin contains its own waist 
strap and no shoulder straps, your 
modified backpack will be useless 
without the Bluefin attached. We 
recommend that you keep your old 
pack for a loaner and go with the 
complete Seatec system. 

Diving with the Bluefin is a 
sheer joy. Because of its inherent 
softness and wide weight distri- 
bution, it is easy on the shoulders 
— especially sunburned ones. The 
significant difference between the 
Bluefin and other wraparounds is 
its stiff panels under the arms 
which hold the back and front of 
-the buoyancy bag in place. With 


the waist strap snug, the Bluefin 


should not ride up when fully in- 
flated. This panel does away with 
underarm bulkiness and allows 
freedom of movement on the sur- 
face. At maximum inflation, the 
bag floats you quite high out of the 
water and grips you firmly around 
the top of each shoulder. The sen- 
sation is like being lifted up above 
the water by a large hand. 

Underwater, the Bluefin flat- 
tens up against your body and 
seems to become a part of your 
suit. We noticed that it tended to 
roll a bit in rough water as depth 
compressed our wetsuits. A slight 
tightening of the waist strap is ad- 
vised at around 20 feet to prevent 
this problem. The large pocket is 
useful for the shell collector, but 
beware: It is only stitched at the 
corners and the area between the 
flap and the CO2 detonator could be 
mistaken for an open pocket. 

We think you will have to look 
hard to find a more functional 
piece of basic dive equipment. At 
around $230 the Bluefin buoyancy 
system isn’t cheap, but that 
doesn’t mean it isn’t a bargain 
either. If you are considering a step 
upward from your present buoy- 
ancy device, visit a dive shop and 
check out the Bluefin. >

First, choose two slides which will 
produce an interesting image when 
combined, perhaps a shot of a diver in 
shallow water and a low angle photo ofa 
dive boat. First a matte is cut from 
opaque black paper (the kind in which 
photographic paper is wrapped) and 
taped to one of the two slides you’ve 
chosen. The matte should obscure the 
part of the picture over which the other 
slide with be superimposed. The matte 
should not be in contact with the slide 
but should be far enough behind it so 
that the matte line will be out of focus 
when seen through the slide copier. The 
matte pack is then put in the slide copier 
and exposed. Be sure to carefully note 
the position of the obscured area. 

The same operation occurs with the 
other slide. After it is matted, it should 
be placed into the slide copier so that it 
fills the matted area of the other slide 
with an image. When this slide is double 
exposed with the first slide, the images 
will be ““married” into a final composite. 

Much more sophisticated matting is 
possible if your slide copier can be fitted 
with a very accurate registration system. 
But even the simplest system, combined 
with practice and patience, can produce 
many unusual images. 

Underwater photography, for many 
of us, is a creative and stimulating pur- 
suit. With projects such as these, it can 
provide hours of personal satisfaction 
all year-round, limited only by our own 
imagination. yg»

terminated of fish by the wanton hunt- 
ing of the tournaments. It is not only for 
the wasted life we mourn, but for the 
lost adventure, the irretrievable dive 
spot where humans could traffic among 
diverse and beautiful animals. 

Responsible, careful divers, already 
avoid tearing a piece of coral, a graceful 
gorgonian or a live shellfish from a reef, 
because they know these take years to 
be replaced, and there are now millions 
of divers throughout the world. They 
avoid dropping the anchor off their boat 
in a coral community, because they 
know the anchor will devastate a piece 
of the reef. They never throw litter over- 
board and do not empty their bilgewater 
near shore. 

We divers are privately responsible 
for our own safety while diving, and in 
the same spirit, we should extend our 
responsibility to the safety of the envi- 
ronment around us. Once the facts 
about marine vulnerability are dissemi- 
nated — the task of groups like The 
Cousteau Society — then it is up to the 
enlightened diver to judge whether he is 
acting appropriately, whether his action 
multiplied by millions of other divers is 
sustaining or diminishing the inherit- 
ance of our diving children and 
grandchildren. 

The Cousteau Society is a dedicated 
supporter of diving — of leisure-time 
exploration of the sea by every individ- 
ual who is fascinated, as I am, by the 
undersea world. We want scientific div- 
ing to expand, and underwater photo- 
graphic work to continually be refined 
toward great art. And I want my grand- 
children to have the opportunity to see a 
carpet of millions of white squid eggs 
turning the sea floor into a field of pearls 
— of seeing the beguiling march of spiny 
lobsters — of seeing, as I once saw, a 
nation of flounder covering a sandy bot- 
tom, each peering up at our diving 
saucer through blazing green eyes, rig- 
idly camouflaging their bodies so that 
the great yellow beast would not spot 
them and prey upon them. 

Nowhere on earth are there so many 
reminders of the preciousness of life, the 
intensity of life, the beauty and diversity 
of life. These things are wildly joyous in 
the sea, and the human who visits there 
leaves with an exuberance for living. It’s 
not too late, if we join together in con- 
certed actions, to protest the cavalier 
and careless treatment of the sea by the 
profit-conscious and the egocentric. 

During the next year, The Cousteau 
Society will be preparing a Marine 
Awareness Program which we hope 
will be integrated into existing dive in- 
struction courses. Similar lessons are 
being created for boating safety classes 








and other educational programs. By in- 
stilling a sense of personal responsibility 
in the minds of the coming generations 
of divers, and other ocean users, we 
hope to lessen the marine abuse of indi- 
viduals — and to create a constituency 
for the sea which will force the major de- 
stroyers to halt their massive assault on 
marine life. 

It is all of us divers, all of us who have 
explored this living treasury, all of us 
who have actually been into the sea and 
witnessed its value, who must unite to 
save it for our children. »#~ 


TEXAS A&M RESEARCH 
ON PREGNANT DIVERS 

Pregnant women who scuba dive 
deeper than 60 feet run a risk of harming 
their unborn children, perhaps fatally, a 
Texas A&M University study indicates. 

Graduate student researcher Clifford 
Simmang says the fetuses of sheep 
showed a much higher susceptibility to 
get the bends than the mothers when 
dives were simulated in a hyperbaric 
chamber. Tests equal to a dive of 100 feet 
for 25 minutes were almost fatal, he notes. 

“The bubbles in the fetal circulation 
caused by this dive were so massive that 
they most certainly would have resulted 
in death for the fetus if it has not been 
treated promptly. This should be 
viewed in the light that sheep and goats 
tend to be even more resistant to bends 
than man,” he said. 

The findings raise questions about in- 
creased sport scuba diving among 
women who may not know that they are 
pregnant, or among women who are 
pregnant but feel they are not advanced 
enough yet to curtail such activities. 

Physiologist William Fife, who has 
supervised Simmang’s research, ex- 
plains that the results also have implica- 
tions for females in the space program 
because of rapid decompression that 
might occur in space travel. 

Simmang conducted the six-month 
study at Texas A&M's unique hyperbar- 
ic laboratory directed by Fife with assis- 
tance from veterinary physiologist 
Joseph Kitzman. 

Pregnant sheep had a doppler ultra- 
sonic transducer surgically implanted 
around an umbilical artery so that fetal 
blood flow could be monitored for bub- 
bles, explains Simmang. ‘‘These obser- 
vations suggest that it may be safe for 
pregnant divers to carry out shallow, 
short dives. But it is clear that even a 
standard sport dive approaching 100 
feet presents risk to the unborn infant. 


Pregnant women should observe caution 
because at some depth, between 60 and 100 
feet, a dive normally considered safe may be 
lethal to the fetus,’’” he emphasizes. 


Simmang carried out some of the sur- 
gical implantations himself. Like a num- 
ber of other Texas A&M graduate stu- 
dents, he has studied such techniques 
required for research projects. >a

yearly. On a typical weekend you will 
see all types of classes being con- 
ducted, from basic and advanced, to 
underwater photography, salvage, and 
even instructor courses. 

Salisbury Quarry is not limited to in- 
struction, however. It is eight-tenths 
of a mile long and one-quarter of a mile 
wide — about 70 acres of water — with 
visibility ranging from 10 to 40 feet 
depending on the weather and time of 
year. This, combined with the availa- 
bility of camp sites, rest rooms (prim- 
itive!) and a concession stand all con- 
tribute to make the quarry a desirable 
dive spot for the experienced diver as 
well. On an average summer weekend 
there are 300 to 400 divers exploring 
the depths of Salisbury. 






Depths range from 10 to 45 feet with 
one trench as deep as 65 feet. There are 
many things to see: sheer limestone 
cliffs, railroad tracks left from the min- 
ing days and a large variety of fresh- 
water fish. In Ohio, when a body of 
water fills, the state must stock it. 
Salisbury is well stocked with bass, 
bluegill, sunfish, catfish and more. 

Local dive clubs have also made a 
contribution to the underwater sea- 
scape of Salisbury. They have placed 
three boats (ranging in size from 20 to 
45 feet in length) on the bottom along 
with a school bus, Corvair (Ralph 
Nader would be pleased), and other in- 
teresting goodies to occupy the U/W 
enthusiast. Also, no boats are allowed 
on the quarry, eliminating the need for 
flag and float. 

If you have only one tank, put your 
mind at ease. Gene Griss operates two 
air compressors and 20 tank, 3000 psi 
cascade system with which he fills from 
100 to 300 tanks a weekend. 

Salisbury Quarry is open from March 
15th through November Ist. All that is 
required for admittance is a yearly 
membership card and a nominal en- 
trance fee. Divers must have a certifi- 
cation card unless they are under the 
supervision of a certified instructor. To 
get there, take I-475. And, as you 
approach Toledo, look for the Airport 
Highway Exit which you will take west 
approximately two miles, until you get 
to Albon Road. Turn left on Albon, 
travel one and one-half miles south and 
you will see the sign. Good Diving! >

history are forced to relive 
it.” Anonymous. 

If recreational report cards were 
given out for courses in Planning & 
Safety — 101, scuba divers would 
certainly score near the top. 

So how come these same diving 
scholars often show up as class 
“retards’’ when it’s time to take off 
on their long-planned Caribbean 
dive vacation? 

You can find the answer to this 
and many other questions if you 
listen to a group of returning div- 
ers who have just blown a week's 
vacation because they did not plan 
ahead. You can talk to others who 
have been there and they'll be glad 
to share mistakes they ve made 
but all too often the one-time diver 
to a specific dive spot doesn’t even 
realize what he’s missed. 

A virtual Fort Knox of knowl- 
edge does exist in the minds of the 
professional divemasters who live 
on these Caribbean islands. They 
are in the water every day. And 
they see it all. 

One of the most rapidly growing 
scuba dive meccas is the petite 
Caribbean gem called San Salva- 
dor, located in the southern Baha- 
mas. It’s also one of the most pro- 
fessionally run dive centers in the 
world, directly attributable to the 
drill sergeant organization of men 


such as Ron LeFebvre and honcho 


divemaster Chris McLaughlin. 

When you are booked to capa- 
city and repeat divers are making 
return reservations again for next 
year, you know you are doing 
things right. But are the divers 
themselves doing things right — 
are they getting the most from 
their dive vacations? 

“No way!” sighs Chris Mc- 
Laughlin, as we sip a cool concoc- 
tion called Bahama Mama and 
watch the Caribbean sunset. 


Chris’ German background and 
desire for doing it right shows as 
we talk about mistakes he most 
often sees on dive boats. 

“T can take one look at a diver's 
he faa as he gets on board and 
it tells me what kind of a diver he 
or she is. Then, I watch them suit 
up and observe how they handle 
their regulators. You wouldn't be- 
lieve how many put their regula- 
tors on backwards which is a dead 
giveaway for their lack of familiar- 
ity with their equipment.” 

It’s true that many who make a 


PLAN THE PERFECT 
CARIBBEAN DIVE

Caribbean dive trip may not have 
been diving for six months or 
more. They have a poor kick and 
are not comfortable in the water. 
Chris explained these are the dan- 
gerous divers — dangerous to 
themselves and their buddies. 

Few divers realize that a dive- 


master has the right to refuse to 
take a diver back on board if he has 
demonstrated he is a risk to his 
safety and the safety of others. 
Again, it’s that failure to plan that 
gets them in trouble. 

“About 20 percent of the new 
arrivals fail to plan their air. 
They re forced to the surface, often 
times at considerable distances 
from the boat. In heavy seas, that 
means trouble.” 

The use of decom meters as a 
substitute for understanding and 
working the tables also causes 
divemasters problems. When a 
divemaster spots a diver using 
both the meter and working the 
tables he respects that person as 
knowing what he’s doing. 

All too often a group of divers 
comes with a warped mental atti- 
tude. Instead of making it a lei- 
surely, relaxing dive trip it be- 
comes an obsession to see how 
many dives they can make, how 
deep they can go, and how fast a 
pace they can set. In this respect, 
male divers are the more frequent 
offenders. They're off on an ego 
trip trying to prove to themselves 
as well as their friends back home 
they fulfill the macho image. 

Not all a divemaster’s disap- 
pointments are related to his dive 
group's underwater skills. Much 
of his time is spent working with 
their equipment, or lack thereof. 

“About 30 percent of the divers 
I see coming to San Salvador are 
bringing meters, and the num- 
ber’s growing every year. Yet, 80 
percent fail to bring tables. Regu- 
lator malfunctions due to lack of 
servicing is also a problem. 

Too often the airborne diver 
tries to minimize baggage thinking 
he can rent equipment when he 
arrives. That's fine if he’s thinking 
in terms of lead, backpack, or

tanks. But it doesn’t apply to spe- 
cialized equipment. 

“You'd be amazed how few div- 
ers come to the Caribbean with an 
underwater light. Either they have 
never thought about making a 
night dive or they think they can 
rent one after they arrive. What 
they fail to consider is that the av- 
erage island dive shop may only 
have half a dozen rentals. And, 
with 40 or more divers all wanting 
to rent lights, somebody is going to 
find themselves trying to share one 
light with five other divers.” 

Aside from the obvious differ- 
ences of salt water versus fresh 
water, what should a vacationing 
Caribbean diver prepare for? Hav- 
ing instructed for many years in the 
hinterland quarries, Chris is aware 
of the problems. 

“T see it every week: First day, 
everyone’s cautious. Then, as the 
week progresses they get careless. 
Surfacing too far from the dive 
boat is a sin that invites problems. 
In these waters you've got to bud- 
get your air, hang the decom line, 
and always surface at the boat.” 

So what causes most of the 
diver injuries? No, it’s not sharks 
or giant barracuda. 

“The sea urchins and the coral, 
particularly fire coral, are the #1 
and #2 public enemies of scuba div- 
ers in the Caribbean. Most divers 
coming down here think because it 
is warm tropical water they don’t 
need a wetsuit. They want specta- 
cular U/W photos like they see in 
SKIN DIVER. I try to explain how to 
shoot from the proper angles and 
next thing you know they are lying 
among the coral. I spend a lot of 
time topside patching up scrapes 
and bruised egos,’’ Chris said. 

Chris sees the new arrivals spoil- 
ing their own vacations. While 
poor physical condition is obvious- 
ly dangerous, Chris finds it’s men- 
tal attitude that really messes up a 
diver’s holiday. 

‘‘They arrive psyched up or 
psyched out! The macho divers 
grossly over-rate their dive abili- 
ties. They dive too deep and push 
the tables too far. They do not un- 
derstand their own body physi- 
ology and, as a result, they com- 
promise not only their own safety 
but that of their dive buddy as well. 

“We try to explain to each in- 
coming group of divers that the fish 
are friendly but they can and will 
bite. They all want to try their hand 
at feeding the fish — some ending 
up doing it literally. I personally

St John-the quiet vigir 
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t. John was born quietly on the 
deep ocean floor, perhaps the ori- 
ginal sea floor of the Caribbean. It 
was later brought to the surface in an 
explosive period by volcanic turmoil 
in the middle Cretaceous period, 
some 108 million years ago. From 
that time coral reef deposits laid down 
the complex series of rocks exposed 
“today. Faulting, weathering, and a 
mantle of subtropical vegetation have 
softened its once jagged profile. ov 
The smallest of the U.S. Virgin Is- 
A tek lands trio which includes St. Thomas 
ay and St. Croix, St. John measures only 
~~ ’ nine miles long and five miles wide. 
It has a total of 19 square miles and is 
approximately the size of Manhat- 
tan. Viewed from sea level it is an is- 
land out of a fairy tale. It is lush, for- 
ested, and quite mountainous with 
deep V-shaped valleys; over 90 per- 
cent of its land surface is a 20 to 30 
cy degree slope. The highest point on St. 
John is Bordeaux Mountain, which is 
1277 feet high. 
St. John is the most virgin of the 
Virgins, owing mainly to its smaller 
population and because two-thirds 
of the island is included within the 
boundaries of the Virgin Island Na- 
tional Park. Over 40 percent of St. 
Ife) ataWecwm oxer-lelalcicmr-b ate Mm ablltcle(st-mr-b coms aaer= 
and open to the public. 
The population totals less than 
4000. Most of the people live in or 
near Cruz Bay or Coral Bay which are 
on opposite ends of the island. Arriv- 
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St. John is by far the most virgin of the 
three major U.S. Virgin Islands. Above, a 
typical scenic view reveals lush forests, 
mountains, powdery beaches, and sparkling 
clear waters. It is an oasis of tranquili- 
ty which offers a tactile sense of nature. 





The rustic ruins of a vintage sugar mill remind 
us of a time when sugar was king on St. John 


Island. The massive wind-pawered mill, one 
of the largest of the 25 active sugar pro- 


ducing mills on the island, was probably 
built between 1810 and 1830. Sugar, molas- 


ses and rum production ceased here by 1916. 
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ing on St. John for the first time, visitors are sometimes sur- 
prised to find little of the standard tourist paraphernalia. 
There are only a couple of gift shops and restaurants which 
cater specifically to travelers and night life is limited. In fact, 
there is practically nothing on tiny St. John but miles of his- 
tory, beauty and natural charm. There are glistening bays, 
vine entangled ruins and the all-embracing sea which is ram- 
pant with living coral. 

In reality, St. John offers the kind of vacation that most 
people need but rarely get: An opportunity to feel a oneness 
with nature far from the tedium of city life. About as many 
tourists as there are locals have visited St. John over the past 
year and more than half of these are skin divers. There are 
presently three major operations providing quality dive 
service in four locations. With dive sites numerous and good 
_ dive charters available, it is possible to get a BOBS cross sec- 
tion of diving in a week’s stay. 

The coral reefs of St. John are basically close to shore as 
fringing or bank reefs, which usually have a recognizable at- 
tachment to the coastal rocks. Inside the bank reefs are shal- 
low patch reefs in individual coral colonies which are per- 
haps only a few feet offshore, growing directly off sub- 
merged rocks and coastal rocks and ledges. 

The shallowest fringing reefs — like those of the eastern 
end of Cinnamon Bay — are easily approached by snor- 
kelers from shore on a calm day. White water and sea foam 
often mark these wave washed terraces. Only the heartiest 
of the corals survive here including the fire coral, Millepora, 
which needless to say, should be avoided. The first living 
stony corals are found along the seaward edge of the reef: 

Typical of the Caribbean, sturdy golden trunks of elkhorn 
coral, oriented in the direction of incoming waves, create an 
independent zone, sharing their space with fire coral. Inter- 
spersed with the elkhorn are shallow water forms of staghorn 
coral and independent mounds of brain coral. Star and starlet 
corals are noticeably absent while seawhips and seafans are 
well represented. The face of this reef slopes about 45 degrees 
and is laced with delicate stony corals such as lettuce, tube 
and finger coral. To the astute observer there are various 
forms of shallow fringing reef development apparent in the 
crystal waters surrounding St. John. 


In some areas the reef has extended seaward a football field | 


or more in distance from the shore. This distance constitutes a 
bank reef rather than a fringing reef and its extension has cre- 
ated a broad reef flat only a few feet below sea level. The most 
mature reef profile is found at the east end of St. John, facing 
the windward side of the island. Here the reef is subject to 
continuous wave action since it faces the open sea. Because of 
this exposure there is a prolific reef crest with large volumes 
of water transported across the reef by waves. Some of this 
flow is reflected from the reef crest and funneled back into 
deep water through a system of sandy floored ‘grooves cut- 
ting through the sloping water reef face. 

In some places the fringing reefs have played a major role 
in the formation of salt ponds on St. John. It appears that reefs 
growing inward from opposing headlands eventually unite 
to become one continuous barrier across the bay mouth. This 
new pond becomes highly saline and supports little coral 
growth. Patch reefs located offshore from fringing bank reefs 
offer exciting dives. The species of corals are the same but dif- 
fer from the immediate reefs offshore in that they are sepa- 
rated from land and suggest reefs growing on sea mounts. 
These probably represent regions of reef building dating back 
to shallower sea levels. As the water rose, reef growth kept 
pace with it, resulting in coral kept mounds in sharp relief 
_ from the flat surrounding shelf. 

_ The coral landscape is typically Caribbean in zonation and 
species. While not overly colorful, it is somewhat unusual in 
shape and form and supports a good fish population. The off- 





shore patch reefs offer an attraction for oceanic or pelagic spe- 
cies such as mackerel, kingfish, amberjack, bonita, and the 
occasional shark and sailfish. 

There are impressive clusters of feathery black coral in rela- 
tively shallow water toward the seaward reef slope. On occa- 


- sion we encountered colonies in 60 feet of water. There are 


several dive sites that should be noted; these include Cara- 
velle Rocks, and areas around Congo Key which have under- 
water scenery comparable to Caravelle Rocks. The most spec- 
tacular dive here is one that offers a seaward glimpse of the 
reef slope continuous to the rocks above. On the inside there 
is a lovely isolated coral head in about 45 feet of water. It rises 
off the sandy bottom in a mushroom formation that supports 
a large population of silvery fry, which graze above it like in- 
sects attracted to a night lantern. Johnson Reef, off of Cinna- 
mon Bay, is an island awash — a sea mount rising from a 70 
foot flat. Also close. to St. John’s resorts and facilities is 
Stevens Key, supporting a gorgeous little reef on the western 
side; Mingo Key with a super reef formation in 50 feet a Wa- 
ter; and the reefs of Lavango Key. 


CARAVELLE ROCKS 

Caravelle Rocks is an excellent dive spot with both shallow 
and deep areas of mountainous scenery and more than aver- 
age amounts of game fish. 

On a dive here, a magnificent school of silvery tarpon 
knifed into a mild current ahead of me at the edge of visibil- 
ity. We angled through an opening in the rocks toward the 
great fish, timing our kicks to take advantage of the shallow 
surge. Charlie Smithline, the resident chief divemaster from 
Caneel Bay, was pointing and hooting through his regulator 
reminding me of his promise that we would see large num- 
bers of these splendid beasts precisely at this location. 

I had seen tarpon before, but never anywhere near 
this many. Native to my home state of Florida, they migrate 


_up and down both the eastern and gulf coasts, well inside the 


reefs and usually in murkier waters. They are among the 
most primitive of bony fishes, related to mundane mullets, 
bonefish and ladyfish, but their visual impact is astounding. 
Tarpon are among the boldest of game fish and their large sil- 
very scales reflect sunlight with the intensity of mercury. 

After I got past the initial excitement of shooting a dozen or 
so photographs, I stopped to count. There were 40 or 50 with- 
in easy range. The largest of them was perhaps five feet long, 
while the average fish was about three feet. They would take 
their space in the water column in reference to one another in 
typical schooling behavior, then suddenly, one or two would 
lunge out at the myriad of silver fry that undoubtably was the 
source of attraction for the great school. 

It’s really impossible to sneak up on tarpon. They wil 
either let you get close or not, depending on mood and cir- 
cumstances. In addition to the sensitive lateral line along the 
length of their body which picks up mini-vibrations from 
considerable distances, tarpon also have excellent eyesight. 

I was lucky this time, however, and with some care could 
swim within four feet of them. They were fairly patient with 
my presence but they reacted to both my exhalations and the 
flash from my strobe, bolting forward each time. Fortunately 
I remembered to underexpose a full stop to compensate for 
the subjects’ high reflectivity. 


LIND POINT 

Off Lind Point we made an exciting night dive. A 45 degree 
reef slope gives way to a sandy shelf 50 feet below. At night 
the reef changes its character. Parrotfish are found asleep in 
their mucus sacs, nestled beneath overhangs and ledges. 
Spiny lobster bound from coral to crevice in the moon-like 
gravity. Gorgon’s head or basket starfish display writhing 
tentacles among feathery seawhips.. 
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Other areas further away, but reachable by dive charter, in- 
clude the Caves of Thatch with numerous undersea caverns 
and, just east of Peter Island, some 16 miles from Cruz Bay 
and 8 miles from the nearest point of St. John, Blonde Rocks. 
Here, golden coral mounds just 25 feet below the surface 
drop off on all sides featuring small caves, pot holes, over- 
hangs and traverses. The rocks ascend in two peaks, with a 
drop-off to the sand in between, creating a kind of under- 
water amphitheater. 


CANEEL BAY | 

While St. John supports no highrise motels, there are mag- 
nificent accommodations available at Caneel Bay. The Caneel 
Bay Plantation is located upon lush, well-kept grounds. It is 
without a doubt one of the finest resorts in the world, offering 
complete dive operations and services. A few minutes drive 
from Cruz Bay, Caneel Bay offers an environment that is both 
beautiful and glamorous. 

Caneel Bay Plantation first opened in the 1930's, on the site 
of a historic sugar plantation. In 1952, Lawrence Rockefeller 
purchased the small resort, developed it and donated it to the 
Jackson Hole Preserve, Inc. This is a non-profit, conserva- 





tion-oriented oganization, founded and supported by the 
Rockefeller family. Caneel Bay is owned by Jackson Hole Pre- 
serve and managed by Rock Resorts, Inc. Any profits are de- 
voted to the maintenance operation and improvement of the 
facilities. Jackson Hole Preserve and the Rockefellers donated 
over 5000 acres of the island to the Federal Government in 
1956, which created a national park with them. 

The Caneel Bay Plantation is ringed with seven powdery 
beaches and is dedicated to tranquil recreation, offering visi- 
tors close contact to the natural surroundings. The resort of- 
fers full services of all kinds, with transportation by air, land 
or sea; its own fleet of ferry boats; a full itinerary of outings, 
side trips and explorations of the island, fishing and tennis; 
and an excellent menu for breakfast, lunch and dinner. The 
nighttime menu is so extensive that it is difficult to do any 
more than sample it within a week’s stay. 

The dive services at Caneel have been developed mainly 
through the efforts and experiences of its resident chief dive- 
master, Charlie Smithline. Charlie has 20 years experience in 
the dive industry, both stateside and throughout the Carib- 
bean. Under Charlie’s leadership is a staff of dive instructors 
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and guides. Caneel offers full dive services including rentals, 
dive charters and complete open water instruction, from 
snorkeling to scuba gear, in a few days’ time. A number of 
well equipped outboards and Flattops are on hand for half 
and full day charters and a beautiful 40 foot catamaran sail- 
boat is available for day and overnight charters to the nearby 
British Virgin Islands and exotic Anegada Reef. 

The Caneel Bay Plantation as a whole is a visual and emo- 
tional experience difficult to portray by word or photograph. 
The landscape is so lush and romantic that it might be por- 
trayed as the ideal spot for a skin diver’s honeymoon. While 
certainly not inexpensive, Caneel Bay Plantation is a bargain 
in what you receive in atmosphere, menu and services. 


CINNAMON BAY 2 

For a completely different approach to accommodations on 
St. John, vacationers who can rough it a bit would enjoy 
camping out at Cinnamon Bay Campgrounds. Here, under 
the direction of the National Park Service, a complete camping 
package is organized for you. For $13 per day you can rent a 
six person tent with sheets and towels, a cooking kit, picnic 
table, barbecue pit and gas lantern. There are electrical out-

lets, toilet facilities, fresh drinking water as well as a.commis- 
sary and cafeteria nearby. 

The campgrounds are spread out and attractive. The tents . 
and a few cabins (available at a slightly higher fee) are private 
and cannot.be seen from the beach. They are cleverly spaced 
and concealed by forest and foilage to protect the natural look 
of the area. A dive shop (called the Diveshop) is located on 
campgrounds overlooking a crescent-shaped, powder-white 
beach. Here, full dive packages and charters are arranged 
and customers may be picked up from the beach. 

The park diving concession at Cinnamon Bay is one of two 
operated by St. John Watersports. The other is in Cruz Bay, 
the closest thing to a town to be found on St. John. the 
immediate area is affectionately referred to as Mongoose 
Junction and features a rustic, charming little shopping cen- 
ter which houses, in addition to the dive shop, a delicatessen 
and a couple of small gift shops. 

St. John Watersports is owned and operated by Jack Bosh 
and Stu Brown. Jack is a PADI instructor, and accomplished 
underwater photgrapher and a personable dive guide. Stu, 
his business partner, is a PADI divemaster and a most 
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knowledgeable sailing and dive guide. The accomplished 
staff which works with Stu and Jack helps them to offer qual- 
ity dive packages, half day charters aboard speedy outboards 
(as yet there are no really large dive charter boats on St. John) 
and half and full day sailing charters. 


MAHO BAY 

Beyond the Cinnamon Bay Campground is Maho Bay anda 
small cluster of privately owned houses. Here too is a private 
campground not unlike the National Park at Cinnamon Bay 
with similar charges and facilities and the fourth location for 
the island’s dive operations. 

Past Maho is the site of one of the most scenic old sugar mill 
ruins. On a 1780 map of St. John, the Annaberg Plantation 
appears as one of 25 active sugar and rum factories on the 
island. St. John was discovered in 1493 when Columbus 
sailed through the three major islands. He claimed them for 
Spain, and gave them the beautiful name Santa Ursula y Las 
Once Mil Virgenes in memory of St. Ursula and her band of 

maidens who, during the middle ages, died at the hands of 
the Huns. 


EXPLORING THE ISLAND 

To thoroughly appreciate the total majesty of St. John visi- 
tors are encouraged to explore the mysteries of the heavy 
forests that still cover most of the island. An extensive net- 
work of hiking trails boldly weaves through the greenery, of- 
fering exotic nature walks. 

There are several self-guided tours that can be pro- 
grammed by the Office of Tourism and Visitors Bureau at 
Cruz Bay or at the concession at Cinnamon Bay. Along the 
northern and southern perimeter roads are beach after beach, 
each with its own panoramic view, and bay after bay with 
such enticing named as Rendezvous, Hawks Nest and Priva- 
teer. The inland route meanders across the island in a series

which serves the Virgin Islands 
National Park with complete 
diving and boating operations. 
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of dips and crests to reveal abandoned sugar mills and estate 
houses sprinkled among vibrant hibiscus and bougainvillea. 
Trunk Bay is one of the most popular recreation areas. 
Orange floats in the water are part of the National Park Serv- 
ices self-guided snorkel trail. Underwater plaques identify 
various kinds of sea life that inhabit the bay much like the well 
publicized Buck Island Trail off St. Croix. 

_ Transportation is necessary for most of these land tours — 
the best are along the north shore and centerline roads. 
Volkswagens and jeeps can be rented at normal rates at 
several car rental agencies at Cruz Bay. 


THE RHONE 

Our final dive was a full day’s outing, arranged through 
Charlie Smithline, to the famous wreck of the Rhone off Salt 
Island in the British Virgins. We had at our disposal Jim 
Travers, a restaurant host, bon vivant and part time dive 
guide from St. Thomas. His 200hp, 20 foot dive boat made the 
30 mile round trip a breeze in the good weather we grew to 
expect. I had mixed emotions about spending a full day here 
miles away from the island that I really came to see. Realistic- 
ally, however, it is without a doubt one of the most popular 
excursions offered by dive operators from St. Thomas and St. 
John. The previously mentioned operations on St. John 
schedule the Rhone dive at least once each week. 

The Rhone, featured in THE DEEP, comes by her reputation 
as a supreme wreck dive quite honestly. Hundreds of feet of 
wreckage are available for the diver to explore. The major 
parts of the wreck are in three sections, from 20 to 80 feet 
deep. The Rhone supports a fantastic fish population and is 
located in an area of generally good to excellent visibility. 
There are hundreds of photographic possibilities both inside 
and outside the wreck. Most operators make a two tank dive 
here, the first deep, the second shallow. An alternate dive 








plan is to make one dive on the Rhone, then make the second 
dive on the way home, either at Blonde Rocks or another se- 
lected site. With lunch in between, the ride home after dive 


number two is just a short hop. . 


Getting to St. John involves taking an Eastern jet 900 miles 
from Miami or 1400 miles from New York into St. Thomas 
and then taking either an amphibian aircraft from Charlotte- 
amalie (St. Thomas’ capitol city) or the ferry from Red Hook 
Bay on the eastern end of the island. By boat, St. John is 15 
minutes away from St. Thomas, making it easy to visit and 


dive both islands. 


This tiny, timeless island with its scenic bays and crystal 
beaches, its majestic cobalt rocks and fringing golden corals, 
offers much in the way of a lost paradise for modern ad- 
venturers and scuba divers. With campgrounds, a national 
park, a lush resort, and modern dive services. St. John Island 
should be soon recognized as one of the fastest growing dive 
spots in the Caribbean. >»
